Mrs. Dates ig middie-aged, of compara- 
tively slight figure and handsome withal, 
and made the trip to the land of gold with 
the sole desire of accumulating a fortune. 

She says the “outing,”’ as she terms it, 
was in nowlise a disappointment and that 
she liked it so well she has determined to 
return to Alaska, althcugh her relat.ves.are 
strongly opposed to the arrangement. 

After reoiting some of the events in con- 
nection with the Kiondike ‘‘excursion”’ 
Thursday, Mrs. Dates sent her daughter-in- 
law to an adjoining room, with a request 
that she return with samples of her ac- 
cumulations during the “outing.” . 

In a few minutes Mrs. Dates was pouring 
out the shiny yellow contents of a shot 
sac 
of the nuggets in the lot, ranging in size 
from a hazelnut to a walnut, which the 
nervy little woman brought ome to 
tribute as souvenirs among her friends and 
as an exhibition of her abilities as a ‘‘pros- 
pectress,’’ she said.

Of course my face was 
protected’ from the winds by the capote, 
which I wore on my head, but IT felt not 
the slightest sensation of éold. There was 
snow on the ground continuously from the 
8th of November until about the middie of 
March and the ground was frozen all that 
time, but the climate, to my mind, differs 
not materially from that of some of our 
Northern States and in many respects I 
like it better in Alaska.

LONDON, Oct. 26.—The War Office 
has received the following dispatch from 
Gen, White: 

‘Ladysmith, Oct. 26, 12:40 p. m.—Gen. 
Yule’s column has just marched in here, 
after a very hard march during a night of 
exceptionally heavy rain. The men, 
though done up, are in good spirits, and 
only wantarest. The enemy did not mo- 
lest them.” 

The combined forces of White and Yule 
are said to be less than 10,000—probably 
about 7500.

MARVELS AS MARKSHEN 


The Loss Among British Officers At- 
tests the Skill of Boers With 
the Rifle. 


WASHINGTON, 


Oct. %.—The unprece- 
dented loss among British officers tn the 
recent battles with the Boers show that 


the latter are wonders in the use of the 
rife. In the charge of the Gordon High- 


landers at Elandslaagte, when the last

‘“T was verv much interested in the Boer 
rifiemen and their weapons,’’ said Archi- 
bald Forbes, the first of living war corre- 
spondents, who was with Sir Evelyn 
Woods’ column in South Africa in 1879-80. 
“They are marvelous rifle shots. They 
shoot their antélope and other game from 
the saddle, not apparently caring to get 
nearer to their quarry than 600 or 700 
yards. Then they understand the currents 
of air, their effect upon the drift of a 
bullet, and can judge distance as accurate- 
ly a# it could be measured by a skilled 
engineer. They can hit an officer as far as 
they can discern his insignia of rank. Sir 
George Colley, the commander in South 
Africa. was killed at a distance of 1400 
yards at Majuba Hill. We lost terribly in 
officers at the fight mentioned and also at 
Laing’s Nek and Rorke’s Drift from the 
deadly rifies of the sharpshooting Boers. 

The Boer weapon that is doing such exe- 
cution is the sporting model of the Mann- 
licher, a German arm, 
yowerful weapon of its caliber and weight 
fn the world. The military Mannlicher is 
used in armies of Austria, Holland, Greece, 
Brazil, Chili, Peru and Roumania. The 
ideal Mannlicher is the sporting rifle known 
as the Haenel model. t is a beautifully 
finished arm, weighing about eight pounds 
and costing in South Africa 200 German 
marks. The rifle is 30 inches in barrel, the 
carbine 24. It has a pistol grip, sling straps 
and hair triggers. Its caliber is .30. This 
rife has an extreme range of 4500 yards 
and a killing range of 4000. At that dis- 
tance the bullet will go through two inches 
of solid ash and nearly three of pine, quite 
enough force to kill if the bullet struck a 
vital part. At ® yards it will shoot 
through 50 inches of pine. The bullet for 
war is full mantied with a fine outer skin 
of copper or nickel. That for game shoot- 
ing is only half mantled, leaving the lead 
point exposed, so that it opens back or 
mushrooms when it strikes. For deer, elk 
and bears there ean be no better arm. 
Though the bullet makes but a small ori- 
fice where it enters, the expansion causes 
it to tear a hole as large as a man’s finger 
when it makes its exit. Traveling at the 
rate of 200 feet per second, the force -of 
this bullet’s blow is tremendous.

WANTS $24,000,000 IN FINES 


Illinois’ State’s Attorney Will File 
3000 Suits Against Ccorporay 
tions in Cook County. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—States’ Attorney 
Dineen will in a few days file 300 suits de- 
manding $24,000,000 from corporations in 
Cook County for violations of the Illinois 


statutes. 

The object of the suits is to satisfy the 
law, which calls on every corporation in 
lllinois to file a statement with the Secre- 
tary of State every year.

ALASKA STATES ITS NEEDS. 


Delegate in Congress and More Courts 
Are Wanted. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Oct. 2%.—For the better 
government of Alaska the Territorial con- 
vention makes the following recommenda- 
tions to Congress: “Two additional judges 
of the District Court; a delegate in Con-

“DEFENSE OF HIGHER CRITICISM. 


‘JHE SCRIPTURES NOT THE FOUN- 


DATION OF THE CHURCH. 


Remarkable Talk Before the Church 


Club of New York’s St. Mark’s 
Episcopal Congrega- 
tion.

NEW YORK, Oct. 2%.—Dr. Briggs was 
+@utdone last night at the Church Club, 
which is composed of laymen of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, by the Rev. 
Dr. L W. Batten, the young new rector 
of St. Mark's, just here from Philadelphia, 

Dr. Batten denied that the Bible was a 
‘Bacred book, or inspired, or the foundation 
of the church. 

Many of his hearers gasped at this, but 
@pplauded when he had finished. 

; Dr. Batten spoke first. He plunged right 

in, before the club could get its bearings, 
by declaring that in his eleven years of 
teaching and studying the scriptures in the 
Divinity School he had been brought face 
to face with questions that he had a right 
to investigate. 

“You are obliged to handle the scriptures 
freely,’ he cried, “or not at all. Don’t read 
them intelligently; try to make them come 
out as you want—that is, if you don’t care 
to open these questions. But the church 
man is absolutely free to find out the truth. 

“T have heard that the Bible is the 
foundation of the church. I, for one, don’t 
want to place my religion in a book. Jesus 
Christ did not send his apostles out into 
the world to write a book! There is no 
part of the New Testament that was writ- 
ten to become a part of a sacred book!”’ 

Dr. Batten paused and the high chudch- 
men present caught their breath. Dr. 
Briggs had been forced out of the Presby- 
terian Church for less! But Dr. Batten 
went even further. 

“St. Paul,’ he said, “had no more idea 
of making a contribution to a sacred book 
when he wrote his epistles than any clergy- 
man here has when he sits down to write 
his sermon. What he did is being kept up 
in precisely the same way to-day. Where 
are you going to draw the line? Was all 
that he wrote inspired and that of St. 
Clement not?” 

By this time Dr. Batten was creating a 
Sensation. He was, saying things in defense 
of higher criticism that would have been 
called rank heresy only a little while ago. 
But what was coming wes even more rad- 
ical.

ASKS AMERICA’S PROTECTION. 


RECOGNITION OF THE FILIPINO 
REPUBLIC. 


Envoy Regidor, Now in London, on the 
Way to Present the Proposi- 
tion to President 
McKinley. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch, 
Copyright, 1899, by the Press Publishing Company. 

LONDON, Oct. 26.—Senor Antonio Regi- 
dor, who is now in London, will sail for the 
United States within three weeks, and as 
a fully accredited representative of Agui- 
naldo, will present to President McKinley 
the following terms for ending hostilities 
and reconstructing the government of the 
Philippines: 

1. Absolute free trade between the United 
States and the Philippine Islands, carrying 
with it the fullest commercial favor be- 
tween the two countries. 

2. Perfect religious freedom, as now exists 
under the government of Aguinaldo, the 
same being a concession made by him to 
the wishes of the United States. 

8. Coaling stations for the United States 
upon all important islands of the archipela- 
go, to be selected by the United States 
and ceded outright forever by the Filipinos, 
This would include Manila. 

4. Military reservations at Manila, Iloilo, 
Panay, Mindoro, Negros, Masbate, Samar, 
Mindonca and such other islands as may 
be determined upon by both governments. 

5. The employment of United States of- 
ficials in the customs and all other internal 
branches of the government, to be selected 
by the United States and paid by the 
Filipino Government. 

6. The introduction of the American police 
System.

i. The establishment of a judiciary as now 
exists in the Island of Cuba. 

8. The reconstruction of the Filipino Gov- 
ernment on lines as mearly as possible con- 
Sistent with those prescribed by the con- 
stitution of the United States and adapted 
to the requirements of the natives. 

9. Recognition of the Filipino Government 
as an independent republic, under a pro- 
tectorate of the United States.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2%.—From a high 
authority the Post-Dispatch Washington 
bureau is able to confirm the statement 


cabled from London that Aguinaldo’s en- 
voy is now on the way to Washington to 
present new terms upon which to end the 
war in the Philippines. 

Aguinaldo’s envoy is Senor Regidor, and 
he will have plenipotentiary powers to treat 
with the United States Government upon 
all points in order to reach an agreement 
by which hostilities may cease. 

Senor Regidor will be the most important 
political emissary ever sent to the United 
States by the Filipinos. He will have more 
power than Agoncillo. He will represent 
guinaldo himself. Regidor is said to be 
aman of great ability and learning, having 
had a long experience in European diplo- 
matic circles. 

President McKinley has been familiar 
with the terms stipulated by the Filipino 
government for more than two months. 
They were forwarded by the Commission. 
So that in reality there is no excuse for 
maintaining secrecy-or shrouding the 
wishes of the Filipinos in the mystery of 
State Department requirements. 

The only obstacle that has prevented 
the consideration of the Filipino plan for 
the withdrawal of their troops from the 
fleld has been the unwillingness of the 
President to enter into negotiations until 
the final report of the Commission, which 
will almost certainly vindicate him in deal- 
ing with the Filipinos. 

President McKinley is very anxious that 
the Commission terminate its work as 
speedily as possible, and I am informed 
that he really believes the war will be con- 
cluded in the far East and the bulk of the 
United States troops withdrawn by the 
middle of February. This belief is en- 
couraged by the manifest desire of Fili- 
pinos to treat with the United States for 
peace and independence. 

The sessions of the Commission will not 
be characterized by the dreary monotony 
that usually attends the deliberations of 
such bodies. After a most careful investi- 
gation, I am firmly convinced that its con- 
clusions will not be unanimous. At least 
two members will dissent from the attempt 
of the majority to vindicate the policy of 
the Administration in dealing with the 
new acquisition to United States territory. 
These may be Dewey and Schurman. 


BRYAN REPEATS HIS VIEWS. 


Self-Government for the Filipinos Un- 


der American Protection.

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PORTO RICO IS BENIGHTED 


Gen. Davis Thinks the People Will 
Never Be Capable of Self-

WASHINGTON, Oct. %.—“The natives of 
Porto Rico are not now and never will be 
capable of self-government.” 

This is practically the burden of a report 
just submitted to the Secretary of War by 
Gen. Geo. _W. Davis, Military Governor 
of Porto Rico. Upon this informat on the 
President will base the recommendations 
relative to Porto Rico contained in his 
forthcoming message. 

he report of Gen. Davis is in substance 
that it will take years to educate the Porto 
Ricans. They are inert and do not grasp 
-deas with encouraging rapidity. 

From obeervations so far made, Gen. Da- 
vis thinks it is advisable that a Governor- 
reneral be appointed, vested with certain 
power, one who possesses tact and execu- 
tive ability. To aid him there should be a 
body of Americans to act in the capacity 
of a cabinet to superintend the affa.rs of 
the various branches of the island’s ZOvV- 
ernment. 

To test the abilities of the natives, it is 
recommended that they be eligible for elec- 
tion to a legislative body, the ejection to be 
conducted by the native Porto Reans. 

The actions of this legislative body, how- 
ever, are to be-passed upon by an author- 
itative council, which will take the form 
of a Supreme Court, to consist of Amer- 
icans of judicial knowledge. This body 
will decide upon the wisdom of the acts of

ROM OTHER LANDS 
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IMMIGRATION HAS INCREASED’ 
36 PER CENT OVER 1898. 


POWDERLY’S OFFICIAL REPORT. 


The Increase Comes Mostly From Italy, 
Austria-Hungary and 
Russia. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 26.—In his annual 
report to the Secretary of the Treasury, 
Commissioner-General Powderly of the Im- 
migration Bureau gives the total] arrivals 
for the year ended June 30, 1899, as 311,715, 
an increase over the next proceeding year 
of &,416, or 36 per cent. The opinion is ex- 
pressed that at least 25,000 persons were not 
listed In this number, through a defect in 
the law, as well as an indeterminate num- 
ber from Canada and Mexico who are not 
under existing regulations accounted for. 

The increase over the figures for last 
years is reported largely by immigration 
from Europe, specifically from Italy, Aus- 
tria-Hungarv and Russia, which show 
gains respectively of 18,806, 22,694 and $1,154. 
Of the total arrivals Europe supplied 297.,- 
349, Asia 87%, Africa 91 and all other coun- 
tries 5343. The distribution as to sex was 
195,227 males and 116,488 females; as to age, 


43,983 were under 1I4, 248,187 from 14 to 46, 
and 19,545 of 45 years or older. 

As to illiteracy 60,441 could neither read 
write, and 1022 could read but were unabie 
to write. As to amount of money brought 
39,071 had each $30 or over, and 174,613 had 
each less than $30. The total amount of 
money exhibited to officers was $5,414,462. 
There was returned to their own countries 
within one year after arrival 2632. In addi- 
tion to 769 paupers and 303 alien contract 
laborers debarred on the Canadian and 
Mexican borders, there were refused ad- 
mission one :diot, 19 insane persons, 2599 
paupers or persons likely to become public 
charges, 348 diseased persons, eight convicts, 
82 assisted immigrants and 741 contract la- 
borers, making a total of 3798. The number 
of contract laborers debarred last year ex- 
ceeded the number for the next preceding 
year by 77 per cent. Legislation is recom- 
mended to permit the Commissioner-Gen- 
eral to have investigations made at the cen- 
ters of labor in this country, to which con- 
tract laborers are destined. The recommen- 
dation of last year is repeated as to the 
necessity for transferring the immigration 
stations at Canadian ports to certain de- 
s.gnated points on our northern boundry, 
which shall be the only ports of entry for 
aliens coming through the dominion. This 
recommendation is sustained by figures 
showing that the immigration from Canada 
has largeiy increased and that the care 
exercised by the officials at the American 
ports is merely diverting the tide of im- 
migration through a channel offering little 
obstruction. It is also recommended that 
information he collected showing the num- 
ber of aliens annually leaving for foreign 
countries, also that the authority of the 
bureau be extended so as to include the 
subject of naturalization to such extent as 
may be necessary to prevent fraud. A 
severance of the connection between the 
customs and immigration branches of the 
government is urgent. 

With regard to the islands now held un- 
der military authority as an outcome of 
the war with Spain, the opinion Is expressed 
that the prompt extension of the immigra- 
tion laws to them, by order of tthe Secre- 
tary of War, will avoid many embarrass- 
ments. It is also recommended that the 
authority of the Secretary of the Treasury 
be extended to'the arrest and deportattion 
of aliens in this country In violation of anv 
law, as well as to such as have lended in 
disregard to the provisions of the alien con- 
tract labor laws: to extend from one to 
five years the time within which aliens who 
have become public charges of institutions 
mav be deported, upon condition that those 
seeking relief from the burden during the 
four additional years defray the expenses. 

It is also recommended that authority be 
granted allowing the manifests of cabin 
passengers to be made up during the voy- 
age, and their certification on arrival at an 
American port before an immigrant inspec- 
tor. It is also recommended to prevent a 
defeat of the purposes of the laws, through 
the claim of passengers to be visitors mere- 
ly. and not immigrants; that the laws be 
extended to all aliens, including seamen on 
foreign vessels after discharge at a port of 
the United States. 

The cost of enforcing the alien contract 
harbor laws during the vear was $87,723, and 
of the immigration laws $288,002.

They Hold the Mcst Venomous of Rep- 
tiles Squirming in the Naked ~ 
Hands. 


PRESCOTT, Aris., Oct. 2.—Another snake 
dance of the Moqu! Indians of Arizona has 
just concluded, and those who have a de- 
Sire to see the weird ceremony of the red 
men must curb their wishes until another 
year. The. snake dance is a religious cere- 
mony, and is intended to propitiate the 
deity and bring the blessing of rain on the 
crops of the succeeding season, Snakes are 
believed to have an important part in bring- 
ing this to pass, hence their @lace in the 


ceremony, 

The first ceremony is the grand entry of 
the antelope priests. With bare feet, and 
their semi-nude bodies streaked with white 
paint, these priests present a_  stratling 
“thou not unattractave appearance. At 
-the ad of the file comes the antelope 
chief, bearing Ris tiponi or sacred badge 
, across his left arm. Next comes the bear- 
‘er of the medicine bowl. All the other 
periests earry a small rattle in either hand. 

ith stately mien, and looking to ne.ther 
right nor left, the antelope priests pass 
four times around the plaza to the ieft, 
each sprinkling sacred meal and stamping 
violently upon the plank in the ground 
in front of the kisi, the place where the 
; Snakes are kept in readiness for the dance. 
The hole in the middie of the plank is the 
opening into the under world, and the 
dancers stamp upon it to inform the spirits 
of thefr ancestors that a ceremony is In 
progress. When the circuit is made, the 
untelope priests line up in front of the kisi, 
facing outward; there is a hush and the 
Snake priests enter. 

The grand entry of the snake priests is 
dramatic to the last degree. Their bodies 
rubbed with red paint, their chins black- 
ened and outlined with a white stripe, their 
dark red kilts and moccasins, their bar- 
baric ornaments, give the snake priests a 
most somber and diabolical appearance. 
Around the plaza, by a wider circuit than 
the antelopes, they go, striking the sipapu 
plank with the foot and fiercely leaping 
=p it with wild gestures. Four times the 
circuit is made; then a line ts formed fac- 
ing the line of the antelopes, who cease 
shaking their rattles. which simulate the 
warning note of the rattlesnake. 

A moment’s pause, and the rattles begin 
again and a deep humming chant accompa. 
nies them. The priests sway from side to 
side, sweeping their eagie-feather snake 
whips toward the ground; the song grows 
louder and the lines sway backward and 
forward toward each other like two long, 
undulating serpents. The bearer of the 
medicine walks back and forth between the 
lines and sprinkles the charm liquid to the 
cOmpass points. 

All at once the snake line breaks up into 
greups of three, composed of the ‘carrier’ 
and two atterdants. The gong becomes 
more animated and the groups dance, or, 
rather, hop, around in a circle in front of 
the kisi, one attendant (the ‘‘Shueger’’) plac- 
ing his arm over the shoulder of the ‘“‘c‘ar- 
rier’’ and the other (the ‘“‘gatherer’’) walk- 
ing berind. In all this stir and excitement 
it has been rather difficult to see why the 
‘carrier’ dropped on his knees in front of 
the kisi. A moment later he is seen to 
rise with a squirming snake, which he 
places midway tin his mouth, and the trio

ensues. Only an instant and the priests 
Start up, each with one or more snakes. 
Away they start for the trail to carry the 
rain-bringing messengers to their native 
hiding’ places. 

The snake dance is exciting enough, but 
the two or three men who have witnessed 
the sinister rites called “snake washing” 
in the dark kiva tell a story which makes 
the blood curdle. Dr. Fewkes relates this 
experience 2s follows: 

“The snake priests, who stood by the 
enake jars which were in the east corner 
of the room, began to take out the reptiles 
and stood holding several of them in their 
hands behind Su-pe-la, so that my atten- 
tion was distracted by them. Su-pe-la then 
prayed, and after a short interval two rat- 
tlesnakes were handed him, after which 
other venomous snakes were passed to the 
others, and each of the six priests who sat 
fround the bow! held two rattlesnakes by 
the necks with their heads elevated above 
the bowl. A low nolse from the rattles of 
the priests, which shortly after was accom- 
——— by @ melodious hum by all present, 

hen began. The priests who held the 
snakes beat time up and down above the 
liquid with the reptiles, which, although 
not vicious, woun their bodies around 
the arms of the holders. The song went 
on, and frequently changed, growing loud- 
er and wilder, until {t burst forth into a 
fierce, blood-curdling yell or war cry. 

At this moment the heads of the snakes 
~ere thrust several tfmes into the liquid, 
eo that even parts of their bodies were sub- 
merged, and were then drawn out, not hav. 
ing lefi the hands of the priests, and forcl- 
bly thrown across the room upon the sand 
mosaic, knocking down the crooks and oth- 
er objects placed about it. As they fell on 
the sand picture three snake priests stood 
in readiness, and while the reptiles 
equirmed about or coiled for defense, these 
men with their snake whips brushed them 
back and forth in the sand of the altar. 
The excitement which accompanied this 
ceremony cannot be adequately described. 
The low song, breaking Into piercing 
shrieks, the red-stained singers, the snakes 
thrown by the chiefs, and the fierce atti- 
tudes of the reptiles as they landed on the 
sand mosai®, made it next to impossible to 
sit calmly'.down and quietly note the 
events which followed, one after another, 
in quick succession. The sight haunted me 
for weeks afterward. It was a performance

DEVELOPERS GOING SOUTH. 


Yellow Metal Said to Be in the Caro- 
linas, Alabama and North 
to Maryland. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 2%.—Just now the gold- 
mining industry of the South is being boom- 
ed as it never has been before. Industrial 
commissioners of southern railways and 
Others directly interested in the further 
development of the industry are pointing 
to the lower Appalachians as practically 
untouched fields of fabulous fortunes, and 
urging almost beseeching the people to 
turn their minds from the Klondike and 
seek the yellow metal stored in the south- 
ern mountains.

Miles long and ranges from 50 to 120 miles 
in width. The area is divided into sev- 
eral minor belts known as the Virginia, 
the Eastern Carolina, the Carolina State, 
the Carolina Igneous, the King’s Mountain, 
the Georgia and the Albama. The Caro- 
lina and Georgia districts are the most ‘pro- 
ductive, and in them the operation are be- 
ing carried on with the most modern ma- 
cthinery and newest methods. 

In the other district old methods and un- 
satisfactory machinery are being used, but 
it is a question of but a short time, it is 
said, before the best of ever ‘thing will be 
employed to secure the metal. The ores of 
most of the southern fields are chiefly low 
grade, but the abundance with which they 
can be found is regarded as sufficient to 
offset the inferior quality of the metal, 
In some parts, however, the gold is of ex- 
ceptionally fine quality. 

Much prospecting and mining work has 
been done in Virginia within the last year 
Or so, and many promising deposits have 
been discovered in the belt, which begins at 
the Maryland line and extends into North 
Carolina. This belt is from ten to twenty 
miles wide and covers an area of about 
4000 squares miles, mainly in Culpeper, Fau- 
quier, Louisa, Fluvanna, Stafford, Orange 
and Spottsylivania counties. The country 
rocks are chiefly mica, gneiss and mica 
Schist, and they havea Varying easterly dip. 
The gold is generaily carried in lenttcular 
quartz veins, which lie more or Jess parallel 
to both the strike and the dip of the rock 
and vary in width from a few inches to sev- 
eral feet. In many cases it has been found 
that both the vein quartz and the slate 
wails are impregnated with gold-bearing 
pyr.tes. 

Most of the gold deposits of the Carolinas 
are placer, and are divided into the stream 
gravel, gulch and rotten-rock classes. The 
quartz-fissure veins contain free golé ana 
gold in combination with sulphurets. The 
quartz veins vary greatly in value, the con- 
centrated sulphurets running from $30 to 
$40 a ton after the free-milling porticn has 
been extracted, and the large body of low- 
grade auriferous schists yielding about $5 a 
ton in quantity. But few of the gravel 
mines are being worked at this ‘time, but 
before long, it is exepeted, a large number 
of them will be in operation. In the gravel 
mines. the gold occurs almost exclusively in 
the shape of nuggets. At the Crawford 
mine, in Staley county, a few years ago a 
nugget weighing ten pounds was found. The 
best-known and-most extensively worked 
section in North Carolina ts the Gold Hill 
district at the junction of Rowan, Stanley 
and Cabarrus counties... Much new machin- 
ery is being placed in that district now, 
and the mine owners hope for highly grati- 
fying results when the new methods are 
put into use. 

The gold belt enters the northeastern cor- 
ner of Georgia and runs through the State 
in a southwardly direction to the Alabama 
line. The region is well watered and heavily 
wooded, and the streams provide ample 
water power for stamping and other ma- 
chinery. The Georgia gold is found in the 
Dahlonega and Hall County belts. where 
both placer and vein mining is carried on 
profitably In the Dahlonega district much 
of the ore is obta'ned from saprolites by the 
hydraulic precess. At present it seems al- 
most.certain that a mammoth smelter wil] 
be built in one of the Georgia districts in a 
short time. The developments in Alabama 
and Tennessee have shown a sufficient body 
of low-grade ore to warrant the erection of 
milling plants. 

But gold is not all that is to be found in 
the lower Appalachians, say the developers. 
In North Carolina alone, they say, there are 
to be found more precious stones than in 
any other two States in the Union. Among 
the gems to be found in that State are the 
hiddenite. emerald, smoky topaz, spinel, 
lazolite, jasper, carnelian, tourmaline,quartz 
crystals, cyantte. chrysolite. ruby, citrine 
topaz, emerald, sapphire, sagenite, rose gar- 
net and amethyst. Experts are represented 
to have said that the gem industry in North 
Carolina could be carried on most profita- 
bly, provided it were conducted on the same 
technical lines as in Europe. 

The southern railroads are paying as 
much attention to the mining industry as 
they are to anything else in the general 
development of the South. They are offer- 
ing many inducements to have mining made 
one of the principal industries of that sec- 
tion of the country. 


AN OLD VICTORY RECALLED. 


A Negro Boy Won $2020 on One of 
Baldwin’s Colts. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NPW YORK, Oct. %.—Some of the old- 
time race-goers, who always look over 
the pedigrees of the horses in a race be- 
fore they play it, were reminded on Thurs- 
day at Gravesend of a lively incident that 
happened at Sheepshead Bay about 12 years 
ago when they came to the name of J. W. 
Colt’s chestnut gelding Van Ship, who won 
the two-mile steeplechase handicap. They 
recalled how the uwsually careful jockey 
Isaac Murphy was for once caught napping 
and, incidentally, the almost insane joy of 
a little colored boy who ran around the 
lawn with his old felt hat filled with crisp 


banknotes. 
In the Belles Stakes at Sheepshead Bay 


Sept. 7, 1887, Banrusia, the dam oi Van 
Ship, was a sprightly 2-year-old, She 
was not much thought of as a contender 
in the race, but she had a rare turn of 
speed for a short distance. Los Angeles, 
‘“Lueky’’ Baldwin’s entry, was an odds- 
on favorite for the race, and was ridden 
by Isaac Murphy. The despised filly Ban- 
dusia was quoted in the betting at 100 
to 1. She was ridden by George Chureh, 
probably the best lightweight jockey this 
country has ever known. but who, like 
Murphy, is dead now, and she was out 
in front the moment the flag went down 
a start. 

~~ the stretch Murphy, who loved to ride 
a grandstand finish, ranged up alongside 
of her with Los Angeles, and the latter 
evidently had the race well in hand when 
within a furlong of the finish. But Mur- 
phy had no idea of showing up Los Angeles, 
who was the best filly in her year, in 
her best form, and he fooled around with 
Los Angeles in the belief that he would 
easily outride the boy on Bandusia at the 
proper moment. He had not noticed, how- 
ever, that the boy on the leader was 
George Church, or he might not have been 
so careless. Church saw his opportunity, 
and went to work with hand and heel on 
his mount, landing her a winner by a nose 
from the favorite. 

There was condemmnation on all sides for 
Murphy after the race, but there was joy 
in 4 J. Cassatt’s stable, where a little 
colored boy who had rubbed the filly had 
watched with saucerlike eyes the victory 
of his charge.. The little colored boy 
had saved $20, and before the race he 
went into the betting ring He had been 
rash enough to. believe that Bandusia 
could beat the great Los Angeles, and 
he backed his conviction with his hoard. 
Burton, who was a character, even among

ATCHISON, Kan., Oct. 2%.—It is now con- 
sidered absolutely certain that the two men 
who robbed Kuchs’ store at Doniphan last 
Saturday night, murdered two men and 
wounded three others, have escaped. They 
are probably bound Westward. 

The people of Atchison and those of the 
little village of Doniphan appear to just 
realize fully the thrilling events of the last 
48 hours, ,.Business has been practically sus- 
pended in Atchison. On the corners, in 
front of newspaper bulletin boards and, in 

acti, cverywnere, where sidewalk room is 
uvailable, groups of men and women still 
congregate, They te.l of the heroism of 
John Braun, who gave up his young jttc: 
the heroism of Jonn Schalt, who stood the 
fire of Winchesiers and, with his dead com- 
panion lying at his feet, wounded one of 
the murderers; of the death of Policeman 
Dickerson, who led where none dared fol- 
low, and finally of the rare devotion of one 
of the bandits to his wounded friend, who, 
in the face of apparently sure death, stuck 
by his comrade and finally took him to a 
Plice of probable safety. 

Through all the discussion can be heard 
the ever prevailing question: 

‘How did they escape?’ 

The answer 10 this is probably the lack 
of organization among the pursuers. They 
had no leader, or perhaps they had too 
many. Owen Seip, chief of police of Atchi- 
ee sere: Sheriff Fred Hartman of 

Caison County was also on hand, as was 
Sheriff larzalier of Doniphan County. 
fhere was no conflict of authority, but 
when poor Dickerson fell dead panic 
seemed to seize ali. All stood as if dazed, 
and as night féll vigilance was relaxed, and 
Khortly afterward the desperadoes took ad- 
vantage of their ewnemy’s trance. It was 
then that they made their escape, if they 
cid escape. This is now almost a certainty. 

Up to the time of the robbers’ final disap- 
pearance their movements could be traced 
almost as clearly as if one were there to 
see them. On every hand can be found 
evidences of the uninjured robber’s nerve 
and a determination to save his partner or 
die in the attempt. It was heroism that 
one might expect to find in a soldier trying 
to save his ‘“‘bunkie.”’ 

The little town -of Doniphan is on the 
west bank of the Missouri River. its 
principal Street runs nerth and south and 
at the south end of this is Doniphan Lake. 
This body of water is extremely low at 
present, the subsiding water leaving exten- 
sive mud flats. Beyond these flats is ‘“‘the 
_isiand.”’ It has no other name. It is really 

not an island, as the retreating waters of 
lake and river have left i connected with 
the main lands by the mud flats. 

On the east side of the town’s main street 
stands Charles Kuchs’ general store. Across 
the usual wide country town street is an- 
other store building and about 30 feet to the 
north of Kuchs’ stands a sma}] warehouse.

ay night Kuchs was locking the front 
ee} of his store when a voice behind him 
da: 

“We want your money.” The storekeeper 
looked around and saw behind two rifles 
two masked men, one with a red handker- 
chief drawn over his face and the other 
likewise disguised with a white handker- 
chief. Kuchs unlocked the door, and, fol- 
lowed by the two men, walked inside and 
wet og all the money he had in the 

Calvin Kelly, a negro, was passing. By 
the light of the store lamp he saw what 
was passing within. He ran up the street 
and gave the alarm. In a butchershop sat 
John Braun and John Schaff. Thev were 
mere boys but instantly they decided to 
fight off the invaders. Braun had a 38-cali- 
ber revolver in his pocket. He led. Schaff 
followed, picking up a loaded shotgun as 
he ran. The she.ls contained No. 1 chilled 
ehot. Braun reached the store first. The 
door, its upper part of glass, was closed, 
The boy turned the knob with his left hand 
In his right hand he held his pistol. 
the door started to open he said: 

“What are you doing here?"

e fell his revolver was discharged, the 
bullet entering the door casing and the 
powder burning a ring around the hole. 

As Braun fell Schaff came up and stood 
looking through the shattered glass. In- 
gtantly the robbers began a fusillade, 
ehooting. five times as they started for the 
door. he shots all went through the 
giass. The punctures as seen afterwards 
can be hemmed within a circle of five 
inches in circumference.

The wounded man staggered to his feet, 
and as Schaff ran for the butcher shop 
he was followed by three Winchester bul- 
lets. One hit the —, passed entirely 
through the wooden building, through the 
side of another building and was found 
yesterday. It was a 38-55 

The town was now fully aroused, but 
there seemed to be a scarcity of firearms. 
It was quite dark. The wounded man got 
as far as the other side of the street, 
when he again fell. The place was marked 
by his blood on the dead autumn leaves. He 
tore his hat and the blood-soaked mask 
from his face and threw it to the ground, 
Thev were found there the next morning. 
His fingers became blood-stained. A hitch- 
ing post stood beside him. He put out his 
hand, and with the post’s support raised 
himself to his feet. The bloody marks of 
his fingers showed on the post’s smooth 
surface when daylight came. 

excited people ran in all directions, sev- 
eral of them congregating in front of 
Kuch‘s, where the dead Braun lay. Schaff 
was among them. While the wounded rob- 
ber was getting his equilibrium his friend 
opened fire on the store. His particular tar- 
get seemed to be young Schaff. He fired 
three shots, none of which took effect. 
Then there was silence. The robber’s hand- 
kerchief mask, found the next morning, 
contained two teeth and a few hairs of a 
dark mustache. The brown derby hat had 
ten No. 1 shot holes through it. 

The robbers made for a bride that spans 
a small creek near the edge of the mud 
The distance to the bridge is about 
100 yards. Twice the injured man rested. 
Blood stains on the leaves showed that. 

When the-flats were reached the unin- 
jured desperado was half carrying his part- 
ner. Footprints of two persons show in the 
mud. One set scarcely left an impression, 
whereas the other is very pronounced, as 
if made by a man carrying a heavy weight. 
They Sought the willows on the island 
about two miles from the town, and there, 
in the thickest of the underbrush, threw up 
a small barricade made of two logs. 


In the meantime Doniphan, having neith- 
er telegraph or telephone, riders were sent 
to Atchison, six miles away. Sheriff Hart- 
ran and Chief of Police Seip collected as 
many deputies and officers as they could 
find and started for Doniphan. When they 
arrived they found nothing could be done 
on account of the darkness. Sunday morn- 
ing came, and with it at least 100 Atchison 
people, all armed with shotguns and rifles. 
They followed the course the robbers had 
taken, but were at sea in the willows. They 
found, ‘however. the white handkerchief 
used by one of the robbers as a mask, Late 
in the afternoon two bloodhounds were 
brought in the chase from St. Joseph. They 
took the scent from the robbers’ hat and 
handkerchief and immediateiy started on 
the trail. As they sped along tugging 
at their ‘halter straps they occasionally 
gave vent to their weird howl or moan. 
They went straight through the willows, 
and finally stopper, but looking steadfast- 
ly at a point some 100 feet beyond. Police- 
man Dickerson went forward and, raising 
himself suddenly, said: 

“Here they are, boys!’’ 

He started to raise his gun. It never 
reached his shoulder. He was shot through 
the head like young Braun. The other 
searchers seemed stupefied and only awak- 
ened when the robbers pumped their Win- 
chesters in all directions. Charies Kuchs 
and Charles James received flesh wounds 
in the arm. The posse fired several shots 
in return, but soon retired. This was 
shortly after 5 o’clock Sunday afternoon. It 
was now thought that to continue the at- 
tack would be at the risk of more lives, 
so a consultation was held until darkness 
came on. Re-erforcements were sent for. 
At 8 o'clock 35 volunteers under Capt. E. 
P. Green, formerly of the Twenty-second 
Kansas, arrived on the scene. They found 
only a few of the original osse at the 
island. Capt. Green separated his men un- 
til they were 10 feet apart and entered the 
jungle to recover Officer Dickerson’s body. 
As they approached the log Sheriff Lar- 
zalier fired two shots at it. No response 
came. They found the fort deserted. They 
found, however, some blood, a vest, a box 
of pills, box of soap, two bloody handker- 
chiefs, two gun cleaners and some parched 
corn. Dickerson’s body was brought to 
Atchison. 

Yesterday morning a pair of gray horses 
and buggy were missing from the barn of 
William Armstrong, about two miles of 
the island. 

Another large area of blood was found 
not far from the house. It is thought that 
it was here the wounded man rested while 
his still faithful friend went to the Arm- 
strong house and stole the buggy and 
horses. The supposition is that they are 
headed westward, thence to the Indian 
Territory. 

Had the uninjured bandit chosen to desert 
his less fortunate companion his escape 
would have been a comparatively easy mat- 
ter. Instead he remained behind, facing 
death, in order that his friend in crime 
might be cared for.

HEAVY SALES MADE OF RAILS. 


Most of the Roads Got Their Orders In 
on the Basis of $33 
Per Ton. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—Discussing the con- 
ditions of the Iron and Metal trades, the 
Iron Age to-day says: 

‘There has been a verv active week in 
some branches of the iron trade, and in the 
cruder products some large transactions 
have taken place. One interest has pur- 
chased fully 50,000 tons of basic pig in dif- 
ferent parts of the country and has op- 
tions on some additional amounts, It is 
reported that so far as the iron purchased 
in Western Pennsylvania is concerned, it 
was on the basis of $21 at furnace. 

In Bessemer pig one large consuming in- 
terest has taken about 75.000 tons at $3 at 
Valley Furnace for the first half of 1900, in 
addition to a lot of 30,000 tons refered to last 
week. Pittsburg reports sales of forge iron 
aggregating 26,000 tons. 

‘“‘In charcoal iron there has been a heavy 
movement. Report has it that a very large 
block has been taken for carwheel pur- 
poses and some good business has been 
done in iron for malleable pruposes, with 
one inquiry for 10,000 tons in the Western 
market, 

“A number of conferences have been held 
by some of the large billet producers, but 
so far as we can learn no definite action 
has been taken. Some large trades have 
taken place on the ‘basis of relatively low 
figures, but special conditions governed 
these transactions, so that the prices do 
not reflect the market accurately. In that 
way a 30,000 ton lot was placed, in addition 
to ae 50,000 ton transaction referred to last 
week. 

The opportunity given to the railroads to 
come in at $33 before the price was raised 
to $385 seems to have been widelv availed 
of, and in some instances the tonnage 
placed by individual roads was very large, 
while in others it was below the usual 
quantities. The movement which has now 
culminated began as early as August, and 
a good deal of tonnage was placed at fig- 
ures running up from $28 to $29. The total 
now on the books for 1900 delivery is va- 
riously estimated at 1,200,000 to 1,500,000 tons, 
not including from 200,000 to 300,000 tons to 
be carried over from the current year. 
Among the recent sales are 145,000 tons for 
the ‘Harriman systems, 10,000 for the Penn- 
sylvania, distributed among the mills on 
the line of the road, 30,000 tons for the Illi- 
nois Central, 35,000 tons for the New York 
Central, 40,000 tons for the Baltimore & 
Ohio, 40,000 tons for the St. Paul, 40,000 tons 
for the Union Pacific, 40,000 tons for the 
Chicago»& Northwestern and a large block 
for the Louisville & Nashville. The Lehigh 
Valley order went to Pittsburg. Prictically 
all the coal roads and all the New Eng- 
land roads have placed their orders, and a 
large part of the business for the South 
and Southwest was also taken. 

The Great Northern, which, it is ex- 
ected, will call for a very large quantity, 
as placed only 15,000 tons. The report is 
current that since the advance to $35 has 
taken place an order for 20,000 tons has been 
entered for one road. . 

Since the capacity of the mills is about 
2,250,000 tons, the works are now engaged 
very considerably beyond the first half of 
the coming year. 

“The prevailing car famine has again em- 
phasized the necessity for more and modern 
rolling stock, and it locks as though very 
large requirements will come upon the mar- 
ket from that quarter. As a matter of fact 
a considerable number of orders have been 
placed lately. 

“The Lake shipyards and the yards along 


the Atlantic Coast are crowded with work, 
and have added to it lately, notably on the 
Lakes, so that some of the plate mills are 
now under heavv pressure and will remain 
so for many months to come. 

“Reports from the wire trade refer to 
heavy commitments for the future, with 
deliveries still behind. This is at a time 
when in this branch the manufacturers 
ought to begin to accumulate a stock for 
the spring trade. 

“The past week has been one of receding 
values in the metal market. Large blocks 
of Lake — have been offered unsuc- 
cessfully at 17%. Tin had a sharp drop in 
London and here, declining down to 30%, 
from which jt reacted at the close, Spelter 
has weakened sharply, and lead, too, 1s 
somewhat easier.’’

One of Star Pointer’s legs has been lamo 
for some time, and it will never again be 
in condition for racing. The ailment first 
manifested itself at the Empire Trotting 
Club meeting last month, when Joe Patchen 
and John KR. Gentry beat him. 

D. J. Clary, who has trained and driven 
Star Pointer for years, has been released. 
lt was Clary who was up behind when. at 
Readville Park, Mass., on Aug. 28, 1897, Star 
Pointer paced a»mile in 1:59%, the only 
two-minute mile on record. 

Star Pointer is a bay horse, 16 hands 
high.. He was foaled in 1889. He comes 
from the fastest family of harness horses 
in the world. He is sired by Brown Hal, 
a son of Tom Hal, who also sired Hal 
Pointer, 2:04%. His dam is Sweepstakes, 
who was also the dam of Hal Potter. 

Star Pointer started racing in 1894. He 
gradually brought down his record and 
won many notable events, Joe Patchen be. 
ing among his victims. 

Star Potnter was bought in 1896 by Mills 
& Weber of Boston for $500. They after- 
ward sold him to James A, Murphy of Ch!- 
cago for $156,600.

THE IRISH ATHLETES. 


Harvard, Princeton

It Looks as Though They Would Cap- 
ture Leading Honors. 

Reports of the athletic meetings at the 
tail end of the season in Ireland indicate 
that the wonderful American jumper, A, C. 
Kraenziein, is likely to be deprived of the 
world’s broad-jump record by Pat O'Connor, 
who, prior to this season, has generally 
played second fiddle to the redoubtable W. 
J. M. Newburn. At the Charleville sports 
O'Connor gave the first evidence that he 
was destined to become a serious competl- 
tor of Kraenzilein. His winning jump on 
that occasion was & feet 8% inches, four 
inches farther than the world’s record 
credited to the American. 

The value of this remarkable performance, 
if correct, is enbanced by the fact that the 
take-off was from grass, instead of the 
more favorable regulation board, invariably 
used in America. O’Connor’s great jump is 
1 foot 5 inches better than the best world’s 
figures from a grass take-off made by New- 
burn last year.

BETTER ETIQUETTE IN COURT. 


Leading Lawyers Desire to Adopt for 
Circuit Courts Some of the Cere- 
mony of the U. S&S. Su- 
preme Courts. 


A call for a meeting of the members of 
the St. Louis bar, In Division 4 of the Cir- 
cuit Court, next Saturday afternoon, has 
been issued. The object of the meeting is 
to consider the adcption of the custom, as 
it now exists, in the United States courts, 
of rising when the Judges of the Circuif 
Court and the Court of Appeals walk from 
their private office to their benches. 

‘As has been told in the Post-Dispatch, 


lawyers who are advocating this rule of 
conduct for the bar hold that it will add 
to the dignity of the profession and increase 
the respect of the public for it. The meet. 
ing may also adopt rules against lounging 
and chewing tobacco in an offensive man- 
ner. 

After rules are adopted it will be optional 
with the lawyers whether they abide by 
them unless the judges consent to make 
them a rule. There will be no law for 
their enforcement, .but those who favor 
the new rules say the lawyers will follow 
them if the majority of the bar wish it.

CHARLES L. CRANE’S ANSWERS 


Says That He Is Supporting His Wife 
and Names the Amounts He 
Pays Her. 


Charles L. Crane, a wealthy insurance 
man, has filed an answer to the suit of his 
wife, Mrs. Bmma E. Crane, for mainten- 
ance, 


Mrs. Crane’s petition was filed Saturday. 
She charged that her husband was living 
apart from her and was not contributing 
to the support of herself and three children. 
She prayed the court to award qa monthly 
sum from the property of her husband 
who, she said, was worth $100,000 and had 
an annual income of $10,000, 

Mr. Crane's answer was filed by his at- 
torney, O’Neill Ryan, Thursday. He ad- 
mits that he is separated from his wife 
and that she has the custody of their 
three children. But he denies the allega- 
tion that he is not contributing to their 
support. 

The defendant says he is paying his wife 
$175 every month and has been making that 
payment since he was ordered to do so b 
Judge Horatio D. Wood in December, 1897. 
He claims that he filed suit for a divorce 
in October, 1897, and that the court ordered 
that he pay Mrs. Crane that amount dur- 
ing the pending of the suit. He avers that 
although he voluntarily dismissed the suit 
last April, he has continued to give his 
wife regularly that amount of his prop- 
erty which the court adjudged that she 
should have while the suit was stil] on the 
docket. 

The defendant alleges that, up to Sep- 
tember, 1898, he paid his wife her allowance 
in cash, after which he gave her the use 
of the house at 4458 West Belle place, which 
would rent for $5 a month and $125 In 
cash every month. He claims that, after 
turning the use of the house over to her, 
he contributed freely to the furnishing of 
it. He asks that, upon this showing, his 
wife's suit be dismiseed. 

Mrs. Crane, in her petition, says she mar- 
ried Mr. Crane Sept, 27, 188, and that they 
separated Sept. 23, 1897. The divorce pro- 
ceedings, which were begun by Mr. Crane 
in October, 1897, never went any further 
than judgment for alimony to Mra. Crane 
ending the suit, as the plaintiff dismissed 

is petition without explanation last April.
